FRANK PROVINZANO was interviewed at his residence 
at 1619 West Capital Drive, Milwaukee. PROVINZANO, after 
being advised of the identities of the interviewing Agents, 
advised that he would say nothing about his associations with 
any of the local hoodlum element in Milwaukee. He stated he 
had not been in contact with FRANK BALISTRIERI or any of 
BALISTRIERI's friends for some time, and that if the FBI wanted 
to know anything about the trouble he had with the Internal 
Revenue Service (IRS) while he was employed there, they 
would have to talk to his attorney. 


When guestioned about the fire at Angie's he said 
he did not have any idea how it got started. He went on to 
advise that because of the fire, and his poor financial 
condition, he did not plan to reopen Angie's and the 
corporation is going bankrupt.

This matter was opened originally on 12-8-72, 
vion it appeared that subject may have deliberately 
„tartod a fire which burned dow the rostaurant he runs, 
or that he may have been the victim of some type of an 
extorcion or other criminal activity. It further appeared 
the subject may have had source potential. 


However suspicious the fire of the restaurant 
appeared, there was no evidence found by the Fire Department 
to support anything other than a fire of unlmown origin. 
When interviewed by Bureau Agonts, subject was uncooperative 
and did not give any indication of being a willing source 
of information. 
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
